Wheat was off from Y4e
to lein New York apd St Louis nnd neither
exports nor the toreign demand warrant any
spowdy relief, Corn, which is relatively a
better price than whent or oals, advances
while they deeline. ‘I'he situation in wheat
is getting interesting, It is generally con
ceded that below T0¢ it Is bringing less than
will ¢ive the producer any profit,.  The
nount in store here 18 about 1,000,000 bush-
els more than one year ago.  The wisible
supply  report, ofclally  made  to-day,
showed an inerepse for the week of over
G000 bushels, The corresponding week
last year showed an inerease in the visible of
over 2,000,000 bushels, One yenr ago August
whent was selling nt 9% ¢ and now It is sell-
ing below 6%, When trading began to-day
prices were Yge under the Saturday close, but
wheat is on the down grade and it seon drop-
ped one or two points lower, One or two
leading operators who are not in sentiment
with t mlfut quietly took August wheat at
6=lie and Septeniber wheat at 70lge with the
beltef that the other operators would want it
after a while. ‘T'his ratlled prices a little un-
i the announgement of the visible supply
was mnde, wigen the ticker at once showed
sales 1@ %o under the pricesa minute before.
The scare was only temporary, however, and
Septomber wheat, which is named by the
{ndicator to-dnly. steadied at T0%c. The
range of the early sesslon was, for Augus
